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We, in the Youngstown-Mahoning Valley area, live in a “smoke¬ 
less stack” area of recession amidst a more expanding national economy. 
Our patients are aging. Our young are leaving and our well-off citizens 
move to Florida, Arizona and other more desirable locations. 

Many patients come in now only when ill - very ill - and fewer and 
fewer Youngstowners are taking advantage of preventive physical exami¬ 
nations. 

Patients come to see us, very short of breath and they refuse to sub¬ 
mit to x-rays. Many patients now need a lecture on the minimal radiation 
exposure from chest x-rays before they will stand still for even a single 
view. 

This is false economy. It is better to prevent life-threatening con¬ 
gestive heart failure. It is better to prevent major strokes. Medicine has 
advanced so far in treating cardio-vascular diseases that a recent visiting 
professor, Dr. Tom Killip, noted a 35% decline has occurred in the 
U.S. cardio-vascular death rate. 

Medically-socialized Canada has had only a minimal decrease in 
the cardio-vascular death rate in the last ten years. More socialized 
England has had no decrease; and highly-socialized Sweden has had 
an increase in its cardio-vascular death rates over the past decade. 

We must be doing something right! Our advice has saved the lives 
of more than one-third of our cardio-vascular patients in the past 10 
years; and cardio-vascular disease is our most common medical problem 
causing both disability and death. 

Some cancers can be cured by finding them early. The breast x-ray 
screening program, advocated by the American Cancer Society and the 
American Radiological Society, works. Stool screening for occult blood 
after age 40 works. Health screening can be life-saving and we doctors 
should practice what we preach. 

Thank you for affording me the privilege of being your president 
for 1984, a year of Future Shock!

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Editorial 


Socialism is regarded, in many instances, as a very bad form of govern¬ 
ment. In socialism you have government control. Total socialism means total 
government control, which is totalitarianism, which is dictatorship (Fascist 
Italy, Nazi Germany and Communist Russia are all examples of socialism). 

Medicare and Medicaid are socialized medicine, that is, medicine con¬ 
trolled by the government. Prior to Medicare, people had private insurance to 
cover their illnesses. When the Medicare bill was passed back in the middle 
1960’s, many health insurance companies cancelled the insurance of the 
elderly so that they were forced to participate in Medicare. Because Medicare, 
like most government-sponsored programs, is inefficient and therefore very 
expensive, the government is now trying to control the cost by rationing 
services to the aged and the poor. 

It is a typical government con game. First the politicians promise “pie 
in the sky’’ to anyone who might qualify so they can get their votes. When 
the cost escalates above what was originally estimated, as it always does, 
politicians then try to find a scapegoat such as the hospitals, laboratories,’ 
or physicians to blame for the high cost. Then as costs continue to-rise, mostly 
as a result of government red tape and interference with the free enterprise 
system, the government imposes rationing by limiting which hospital a person 
may go to, how long the person can stay, and who his physician may be. 

It should be remembered that the only way the government can give us 
something for nothing is to take it away from someone else. 

The solution? More individual responsibility and less governmental con¬ 
trol.

The regular meeting of the Council of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society was held Tuesday, November 13, 1984 at the Youngstown Club. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Dr. Baumblatt. The 
minutes of the October meeting, having been read, were approved. 

The treasurer’s report included a list of six members who have not paid 
1984 dues yet, a notation that 178 members have paid dues for 1985, and a 
recap of income for the first nine months of the year. The bills list was pre¬ 
sented and a motion made, seconded and passed to pay each and every bill.

The applications were approved. The applicants will become members of the 
Mahoning County Medical Society, in the voted category, 15 days after the 
printing of the names in the minutes of the November meeting of the Council 
that are mailed to all members, unless an objection is filed in writing with 
the executive director before that time.

Communications included: 

A letter from HSA of Eastern Ohio seeking a response from the Society 
concerning a willingness to work with the Health Systems Agency in its areas 
of function. The executive director was instructed to send an appropriate re¬ 
sponse to HSA. 

A letter from State Representative Thomas Gilmartin in appreciation of 
OMPAC support of his campaign. The executive director was instructed to 
respond by acknowledging the letter. 

The budget committee presented its report and a proposed budget for 
1985. It was noted the budget stays within the estimated income of the 
Society for 1985 and, on motion and a second, was adopted. 

The nominating committee report was presented with two places pend¬ 
ing. One of the nominations was accepted at the Council session, leaving one 
still pending. It was noted a full slate should be available for the November 
meeting and the December elections. 

The public relations committee presented its report and recommended 
that nothing be done this year in regard to funding a public television pro¬ 
gram. The committee recommended a survey be conducted to obtain a roster 
of physicians willing to speak at public gatherings and present the physicians’ 
views on health-care cost containment and other pertinent matters. Other 
areas of public information were discussed and the report of the committee 
was accepted by the Council. 

Dr. Anderson, Sixth District Councilor, reported that Dr. Robert Schontz, 
former OSMA president and councilor from Stark County, is quite ill. Dr. 
Anderson also spoke on the recent meeting of the Council of OSMA. He 
stated the move toward a statewide publicity campaign is continuing. He 
spoke about legislative action in Columbus; noted an Indiana Dental Society 
victory against insurance company demands; cited the real importance of 
OMPAC in the elections; stated that PACO is getting into the field of ad¬ 
ministration for P.P.O.s and P.P.I.s. It was suggested a meeting be held to 
provide information and clarification about PPO’s, HMO’s, IPA’s, etc. Dr. 
Anderson reported Dr. Joseph Sudimack of the Trumbull County contingent 
of the Sixth District is running for Secretary-Treasurer of OSMA. 

A motion was made, seconded and passed, endorsing Dr. Joseph Sudi¬ 
mack for the post of Secretary-Treasurer of the Ohio State Medical Assoc.

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MICHAEL I. SZAUTER, M.D. 

1909- 1984 

Dr. Michael I. Szauter, 75, died Wednesday, November 7 of a heart 
ailment in East Liverpool Extended Care Center. 

Dr. Szauter was born in Hungary and came to the United States in 1951. 
He came to Youngstown in 1955. He became a physician in 1935 in Hungary, 
was in the Army and on the Eastern Front where he was a Russian prisoner 
of war. In 1947, he went to Austria where he was chief surgeon and medical 
director at the International Refugee Organization hospital. 

He was a psychiatrist at Donamora State Hospital in New York, joined 
Woodside Receiving Hospital in 1955 and established a private practice in 
the early 1960’s. He was acting superintendent at Woodside from July 1976 
to January 1977 and retired from Woodside in 1978. He continued his private 
practice and worked with the Eastern Mahoning County Mental Health Clinic 
and as psychiatric consultant for some Northeast Ohio courts. He was a 
member of Mahoning County Mental Health and Mental Retardation Board.

1897 - 1984 

Dr. M. Henry Speck, 87, died November 20 of a heart ailment after being 
ill several months. He was the second oldest member of the Mahoning County 
Medical Society and practiced medicine for more than 60 years. He was an 
eye, ear, nose and throat specialist. 

He graduated from South High, after coming here from Philadelphia, 
and was a member of the debating team and track team at South. He obtained 
his undergraduate degree at Ohio State University and his medical degree 
from Jefferson Medical College in Philadelphia. He interned at Jefferson 
Hospital in Philadelphia, took graduate work at Eye and Ear Infirmary in 
New York and post graduate work at Columbia University. 

He began practice in Youngstown in 1920, was on staff at Youngstown 
Hospital Association and had offices in the Mahoning Bank Building since 
1925. 

Dr. Speck was especially interested in medical education and he, to¬ 
gether with his sister, Mrs. Ann Shagrin, donated funds to help students in 
four medical schools. He also established two scholarship funds at North¬ 
eastern Ohio Universities College of Medicine. He contributed to his temple 
and was a supporter of cultural events in Youngstown and northeast Ohio. 

He was a member of the President’s Club of Ohio State and Thomas 
Jefferson’s University and a charter member of Squaw Creek Country Club. 
He was an active member of Rodef Sholom Temple and received honors 
for dedication to the temple.

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FIFTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1934 

Richard Cattel came here from Boston to substitute for the renowned 
Frank Lahey. Dr. Cattel impressed the audience with his talk on “Cancer 
of the Rectum”. Later he became chief surgeon of the Lahey Clinic and 
operated successfully on Sir Anthony Eden, Prime Minister of England for 
stricture of the common bile duct. 

The Public Relations Committee reported that the year was a complete 
failure. 

New members were Morris Rosenblum and Walter Tims. 

Gordon Nelson was in the hospital recovering from Typhoid Fever. He 
spoiled our health record. 

FORTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1944 

The new President was William Hall Bunn, Sr. Elmer Nagel retired 
gratefully after serving two terms as President, the only member who ever 
did so. Bill Evans in the Navy was the only member who was President in 
absentia. Those were unusual times. 

The old Municipal Hospital for contagious disease was taken over by 
the State Welfare Department for use as a Receiving Hospital for mental 
patients. 

An article by Herman Zeve abstracted from the Naval Medical Bulletin 
described the intensive treatment of early Syphilis with Mapharsen and Bis¬ 
muth which greatly reduced the number of treatment days. Penicillin was then 
just coming into use. 

There was a remarkable letter from one of our members written from 
the front in Germany and printed without any signature. It must have been 
from the late Oscar Axelson, as he was with the Third Armored Division He 
wrote in part: “Our Third Armored Division hit Normandy Beach last June 
and we’ve moved quite rapidly through France and Belgiuh. We led the ad¬ 
vance from the Seine River through the Seigfrid Line and covered this entire 
distance in eighteen days. I have had some thrilling experiences and narrow 
escapes. My tent and bag of clothes have been shot up but I’ve been luckier. 
Several times the enemy surrounded us but we fought our way out with few 
casualties. Because of the enemy’s retreat most of their casualties were left 
behind so actually I’ve cared for more German wounded than our own. The 
men have a novel treatment for lice. A mixture of sand and alcohol is applied 
to the body. The lice become intoxicated, throw the sand at each other and 
are stoned to death!”

THIRTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1954 

President James Brown wrote that the most important public relations 
are between the doctor and his patient at the bedside. 

Editor Detesco said that surgical consultants should send operative re¬ 
ports to the family physician. 

The Committee for Reduction of Meetings headed by the late J. Clair 
Vance recommended reduction of the Medical Society Meetings to six a year. 

Louis Bloomberg, Patrick Cestone and Raymond Lupse were installed as 
Fellows of the American College of Surgeons. 

New members were Robert Martin Foster, R. L. Jenkins, F. H. Inui, 
W. L. Agey, S. F. Gaylord, A. W. Geordon and Raymond S. Boniface. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1964 

President Schreiber looked back on a busy and successful year. He gave 
a special “Thank You” to our good Executive Secretary, Howard Rempes. 
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We were still holding meetings in the Mural Room. Anybody miss the 
old Mural Room? It was a good place to meet but they had the toughest 
roast beef in town. 

The Society lost two highly valued members, Dick Clifford and Sam 
Epstein. Both were in their best years and their presence has been missed. 

A large contingent from Youngstown attended the football game at Ann 
Arbor where Michigan defeated Ohio State for the Big Ten title. 

New member that month was Karl Theodore Baumgaertel. 

10 YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1974 

President Dr. John Melnick had some observations in his President’s 
Message which are still appropriate ten years later. In an article about the 
high cost of medical care Dr. Melnick stated: “The President of the United 
States, the Congress, the unions and the average American all say that the 
cause of inflation is excess government spending. What has Congress done? 
It has increased government spending!” He goes on to explain about the wage 
hikes given to all Federal employees, yet the medical profession is told to 
increase income by working longer hours and seeing more patients. 

The Northeastern Ohio Universities College of Medicine was still in the 
planning stages. The new six-year curriculum called for the students to spend 
the first two years enrolled in Youngstown State, Akron University, or Kent 
State, then move on to the basic Sciences building to be built at Rootstown, 
Ohio. The school had recently signed agreements with St. Elizabeth Hospital 
and Youngstown Hospital to serve as teaching units for the clinical clerk¬ 
ships.
